The prior art fails to teach or suggest applicant's recited fluid ejection device 
comprising a solid cycloaliphatic amine curing agent, wherein said cycloaliphatic amine 
is 3-aminomethyl--3,5,5-trimethyl-1 -cyclohexylamine. Neither Coulman nor Andrews 
disclose wherein said cycloaliphatic amine is 3-aminomethyl-3,5,5-trimethyl-1- 
cyclohexylamine.
